In  order 
to  be  secure  from  the  uncertainties  of  the  fu- 
ture we  fnust  have  a larger  endowment  of 
money  and  . property.  I would  therefore  re- 
commend the  resolutions'  of  the  last  Baptist 
S ate  Convention,  which  see.

The  Human  Life  of  God. 

" tf  a11  believe  in  the  divinity  of  Christ,  but, 
as  Hr.  Bushnell  puts  it.  the  thing  of  which 
we  are  most  in  doubt,  and  about  which  we 
are  least  capable  of  any  positive  information, 
is  the  humanity  of  Christ."  We  would  re- 
duce his  humanity  to  the  minimum.  Against 
this  tendency  I wish  to  enter  a plea. 

L .The  teality  of  Christ's  human  life. 

Christ  was  not  a make  believe  man.  He 
was  a real  man.  In  fact  it  see  ns  as  if  Christ 
would  put  his  humanity  in  the  foreground. 
More  than  seventy  times  he  refers  to  JfiWelf 
as  the  ‘Son  oi  Man."  Surelv,  as  Dr  Broa- 
dus  observes,  “It  was  designed  to  render  p,r- 
manent  the  great  fact  that  he  <vas  genuinely 
and  thoroughly  a mari.” 

1.  Christ  possessed  a. human  body  and  a 

human  soul. 

1 hat  Christ  possessed  a human  body  and  a 
human  soul  there  is  no  doubt,  but  when  we 
speak  of  his  having  a human  soul  there  are 
manv  doubters.  This  seems  to  me  to  be  the 
essential  feature  in  the  human  life  of  God. 
The, soul  is  the  esseutial  part  of  man:  flesh 
and  blood  is  common  to  all  animals  Man  it 
a soul,, he  has  a body.  Therefore  it  is  abso- 
lutely necessary  for  Christ  to  have  a human 
soul  in  order  to  become  rq9n.  Both  soul  and 
body  are  included  in  tbe  te\m  human  nature. 

2.  In  order  to  make  possible  the  possess- 
ion of  this  body  anri  soul  by  Christ  he  took 
upon  himself  fallen  human  nature. 

There  was  no  other  kind  j>f  human  nature 
to  lake.  Apart  from  its  moral  quality  human 
nature  does  not  exist.  Let  us  bear  in  mind 
however,  that  it  was  a depraved  human  na 
tore  and  not  a depraved  personality  that 
Christ  took.  Depravity  with  respect  to  hu- 
man nature  , is  a condition  ; with  respect  to 
personality,  it  is  a state.  “It  is  the  substra- 
tum or  condition  of  being,”  says  Dr.  K G 
Robinson,  “which  determine  the  kind  and  , 
attribute  ot  the  person,  but  which  is  clearly 
distinguishable  from  the  person  itself.”  This 
depraved  human  nature  means  human  hature  ' 
so  conditioned  that  the  moment  it  becomes  , 
personal  it  ,s  a charac  er  inherently  sinful.  <t 
\V  hen  Christ  took  our  nature  he  took  this  < 
condition  also,  and  had  it  not  been  for  the  \ 
Logos  which  entered  into  union  with  human  t 
nature  to  form  theGod-man  Christ  must  have 

become  a sinner  like  the  rest  of  us.  As  Jules  d 
Muller  sgys:  "Had  Christ  been  only  human  .

<•  In  this  union  Divinity  is  not  dormaut 
( nor  humanity  deficient. 

There  are  those  who  hold  that  “the  imma- 
terial part  “of  Christ’s  humanify  is  only  met.i- 
n,r  rphoseJ  deity.”  This  theory,  more  modi- 
fied, was  originated  by  Apollinaris.  He  held 

that  Christ  had  a sensitive  and  not  a rational 
soul,  and  that  the  Logos  performed  tbe  func- 
tion of  reason.  Modern  inherent  have  in-  ' 
tensified  it.  They  extend  their  denial  to  all  i 
Christ's  immaterial  being,  claiming  that  his  1 
body  alone  was  derived  from  the  Virgin. 

The  objection  to  this  theory  is  that  it  is  i 

u "scriptural.  It  supplants  the  whole  gospel  1 

scheme  of  salvation.  “Upon  this  theory”  t 
says  Dcrner,  “only  an  exhiba’ory  atonement  f 
can  be  maintained.”  This  theory  gives  us  f 
neither  real  humanity  nor  real  divinity  and  i 
consequently  np  real  union  between  the  two.  f 
No  God-man  and  therefore  no  atonement  and  1 
no  salvation.  * • . '

It  is  plain  that  the  likeness  of  Godrin  man 
is  so  real  that  the  L"gos  is  enabled  to  descend 
e into  the  lower  estate  of  human  existence  with- 
out losing  his  personal  identity,  and  that  the 
t union  thus  formed  is  not  a flimsy  connection 
ol  two  personalities,  but  the  blending  of  the 
two  natures  into  one  personality. 

It  follows  therefore  that  tbe  union  is  ete*-\ 
nal.  Christ  emptied  himself  forever  of  his 
original  state.  Not  like  the  avators  of  the 
hast,  but  his  union  was  a permanent  and 
eternal  assumption  of  huthan  nature.  He 
conld  not  lay  humanity  down  without  destroy- 
ing his  identity.  To  separate  the  two  natures 
would  destroy  the  existence  of  the  God-man. 

This  union  enabled  the  Logos  to  experience 
ignorance,  weakness,  temptation  and  death. 
Had  it  not  been  for  this  union  the  divine  na- 
ture could  not  have  undergone  absolutely  in- 
finite suffering  and  thereby  made  atonement  ' 
for  man.  It  materially  grows  out  of  this  un- 
ion that  divinity  in  the  person  of  Christ  suf- 
fered  and  therefore  gave  infinite  value  to 
Christ  s sufferings  and  death.

Only  one  who  is  grossly  ignorant  or  a con- 
firmed pessimist  could  see  the  case  other^ 
wise.  Numerous  examples  of  prosperity! 
might  be  adduced  to  illustrate  the  truth  of  the 
above  proposition,  but  space  forbids  their  in- 
sertion at  this  place.  With  those  we  have 
growing  wealthier  with  each  pissing  year  and’ 

, uutnber  constantly  increasing,  we  must 
. increase  our  gifts.  To  pursue  ;the  policy  of 
holding  our  own.  is  to  die  of[dfy  rot.  May 
the  Lo:d  deliver  us  from  falling  into  a state! 
o.  satisfaction  and  ease  iu  his  Work.  Third 
the  rank  and  file  of  our  people  kre  becoming 
more  enlightened.

Some  erroneous  ideas  have  ob- 
regard  to  the  Sunday 


tained  in 
school — one  is  that  it  is  to  supplant 
instruction  in  the  family;  another, 
that  it  is  intefided  for  young  chil-< 
dreu  only,  and  thirdly,  that  its 
benefits  are  specially  for  the  youth 
of  Christian  parentage.  Suppose 
we  look  into  the  matter  a little. 

Nothing  can  take  the  place  of 
God’s  ordiuances.  He  ordained 
the  family  and  it  :w$s  his  first  in- 
stitution. Thtre  has  been  no  im 
provement  upon  it,  though  tntn 
have  tried  lo  make  changes.  Satan 
has  ma  le  inroads,  and  tued  tvery 
effort  to  break  it  up  ; but  bis  suc- 
cess in  Christian  lauds  has  been 
limited. 

The  Scriptures  of  both  the  Old 
and*the  New  Testament  enjoin  the 
teaching  of  fhe  children  at  home, 
and  it  may  be  said  from  infancy  to 
maturity.  Instruction  in  the  Sun- 
day school  is  proper,  of  course; 
but  it  should  be  supplementary. 
It  does  not  release  parents  from 
their  responsibility  or  obligation  at 
home.
